The hay acreage will hardly 
lie as large this year as la s t due to 
the drought last year which left many 
of the fields in very poor condition. 
I |> to the middle of April the spring 
plowing and sowing was consider­ 
ably ahead of the usual. 
The rainy 
weather during the latter part of the 
month, however, retarded Hie xvork to 
such an extent that much extra farm 
labor will be neeedcd during May to 
get in th*' average acreage of corn. 
The mortality of live stock during 
the past year was exceptionally low 
until the early part of the spring 
when much complaint xvas received 
of contagious abortion among c a ttl1 
and influenza in swine, which caused 
many sows to farrow dead litters. 
Influenza

among sheep. 
The general health­ 
fulness of all live stock at this tune 
is exceptionally good.

Tile disease 
work- first in small circles, probably 
twenty-five to th irty .feet wide, and 
then extends rapidly over the entire 
field. 
When it appears it kills every 
plant. 
The first indication of the disease 
is a dark greenish color of tile plant, 
followed by spots of brown on the 
wheat blades as the grain starts to 
die. 
When the disease appears in a 
field, the growth of the entire field is 
usually retarded.
